It is very pleasing to note that the circulation has increased by 
1,600 over last year's figure of 11,877. The Library is anxious to 
reach as many people as possible and is constantly trying to figure out 
new ways of drumming up interest in town. We are more than willing 
to listen to any kind of constructive criticism, new ideas or suggestions 
for new books either to be purchased or borrowed from the state library 
- in other words, anything which could make the library more attractive 
and more available to more people. One reason for the increased cir- 
culation was thought to be the new paperback exchange, started last 
year. It has been tremendously successful, and so many paperback 
books have been brought in to the library during the year, that the 
book shelf is literally overflowing. 


Three Library Trustees have resigned during the past year, 
much to the regret of the Trustees. Mrs, Katherine Bryant and Miss 
Gladys Gaylord left the board last spring, and their departure, after 
many years of very interested and devoted service was marked by a 
farewell party proceeding the April tenth Trustees Meeting. This fall,, 
Mr. Maurice Crawford another interested and always helpful trustee 
resigned from the board. 


Miss Lucy King, the assistant librarian on Saturday afternoons 
for sO many years, retired this year, and everyone will agree that a 
friendly and comfortingly familiar face was lost to the Library. Miss 
Edythe Watson has been appointed an assistant librarian and is taking 
over the library desk on Saturday, now. At the Lyme Center Branch 
Library, Mrs, Barbara Dingman has replaced Mrs. Bryant as lib- 
rarian, and her assistants are Mrs. Beverly Snelling and Mrs, Jean- 
nette Day. Also, this year, Mr. David Watson has taken over the 
janitor duties in the Library. 


In attempting to make the children's area more inviting and 


conducive to early-age book-browsing, some child-size furniture has

The Recreation Committee has three major functions: (1) it acts 
as the agency through which the Ford Sayre Ski Program is carried 
out, (2) it arranges for the summer band concerts, and (3) it maintains 
and operates the Chase Beach swimming area and provides a program of 
swimming instruction. The Committee is pleased to report a successful 
year in each of these areas, 


The number of participants in the ski program has been increasing 
and this year there are over 70 youngsters with 18 volunteer instructors. 
The Committee now owns enough skis and poles so that each child who 
needs them canbe satisfactorily equipped. The rental fees collected over 
the life of the skis covers the purchase price. Each summer the skis are 
repaired and re-finished by the instructors, 


The band concerts were well attended. Though the cost of provid- 
ing them has risen considerably, about half the cost is received in dona- 
tions taken up from those attending the concerts. 


Last summer's swimming program, though hampered somewhat 
by inclement weather, was both enjoyable and rewarding for those par- 
ticipating in it. There were about 100 youngsters enrolled in the various 
classes, which were taught by two well qualified instructors, 


Repairs and alterations to the float included construction of a div- 
ing tower to replace the old diving board. Arrangements were made to 
have the area locked by 10 o'clock each night in an efffort to reduce the 
late evening disturbances; and apparently it was quite successful. 


The unusual amount of rainfall of the past summer pointed up the 
already recognized fact that the Post pond area is Subject to a perennial 
problem of flooding and poor drainage. The Committee has made applica- 
tion for assistance in remedying this situation to the Resource Conserva- 
tion & Development Project, a newly formed program of the U. S. Dept. 
of Agriculture, This agency offers technical assistance and financial aid 
to local communities and groups for a variety of projects which are de- 
Signed to improve use of natural resources, recreational facilities, etc. 
There is good reason to believe that Lyme's application will be approved 
by the agency's executive board and that the work will be carried out 
next summer, with the Federal Government providing the bulk of the 
necessary funds, 


The money which was to have been spent last summer in the crea- 
tion of a baseball field has been placed in a reserve fund in order to have 
it available to use as the Committee's share of the project's cost, and no 
item for this purpose appears in the budget for 1968.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Lyme: 


I submit herewith my report to the Lyme School District for 1967. 
This will be a brief report and I refer you to the School Board Report 
for further school information. 


Staff 


We have four new staff members in the school this year. Mr. 
Nicholas Porcello replaced Mr. Hugh Haggerty as Principal. Mr. Por- 
cello has had a total of 11 years of teaching and administrative experi- 
ence both in this country and abroad, He has a B.S, Degree from 
Farleigh Dickinson University and an M.A, in School Administration 
from New York University. In addition, he has a certificate from the 
University of Stockholm, Sweden, and has studied in several other 
universities both in this country and in Europe. We are fortunate, in- 
deed, to have secured his services, Miss Constance Muther replaced 
Mrs, Mary Matuska and is teaching third grade. Mrs. Mary Hamblett 
teaches 5th, 6th and 7th grade science and replaced Mrs. Jane Clifford, 
Mrs. Hester Gardner, our new part-time school secretary, replaced 
Mrs, Shirley Godfrey. 


The School Administration, the School Board, and, Iam sure, 
the parents and other citizens of Lyme join me in extending apprecia- 
tion to the entire school staff for their untiring efforts to provide the 
best possible educational programs for our young people. 


Cur riculum 


We have not made any major changes this year in the curriculum 
in terms of subject changes or in terms ‘of organization of the school 
day for the instructional program. We have, however, made several 
significant improvements in the actual content of several of the courses 
of study. We have replaced outdated textbooks with new ones and have 
added new materials, (especially audio-visual materials), We have 
worked on improving our present non-graded programs (particularly 
in Grade One through Four)and the departmentalized programs in 
Grades Five through Hight. 


Following are some observations relative to several of the sub- 
ject areas which may be of interest to the community: 


1, Mathematics - In our modern mathematics program we use 
the Greater Cleveland Mathematics Program (GCMP) materi- 
als in Grades One through Six and feel it is one of the most 
thorough of the new curricula in mathematics, 
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Grades Four, Five and Six use the G.C.M.P. Interme- 
diate Series which is composed of twelve booklets that enable 
the teachers to pace the instruction according to the ability 
and progress of the pupils. 

In Grades Seven and Eight, we have a flexible program 
which employs two 2-track series: School Mathematics Study 
Group (SMSG) and Addison Wesley's School Mathematics and 
Basic Modern Mathematics, 

Our entire mathematics program is an individualized 
program and is divided into sections in such a manner that it 
can be adapted:to the student's rate of learning in a modified 
non-graded program of study. 


- Social Studies - I explained in last year's annual report how we 
had adopted the excellent program in Social Studies which had 
been developed by the Hanover schools and which had won ac- 
claim from educators all over the country. Naturally, we have 
had to make certain modifications in it to meet the needs of our 
own pupils in Lyme and to work within somewhat limited bud- 
getary bounds, Following is a brief description of this program 
at the several grade levels: 

Grades 1 and 2 - The Science: Research Associates new ''Senesh'"'! 
materials along with new records and books are used in the first 
and second grades, This material is designed to teach economic 
and sociological concepts and skills based on the home and neigh- 
borhood plus some work with maps and globes, 

Grades 3 and 4 - Grades Three and Four concentrate heavily on 
map and globe work, learning both physical and place-name geo- 
graphy with some effort to learn something about non-western 
cultures. This is being accomplished by making an analytic and 
comparative study of several cultures using terminology and 
concepts from the disciplines of physical geography, economics, 
sociology, history, political science, and cultural anthropology. 
Naturally, these concepts are taught at a level of understanding 
appropropriate for the third and fourth grade student, 

Grade 5 - In 1968-69, we plan to continue the study of American 
heritage through world history. This course deals with the con- 
tributions to civilization of all peoples from the Stone Age to the 
present, and ways in which these contributions are related to 
our present way of life, The course is taught in two groups with 
two sets of texts: one for the faster fifth grade readers; and 

one for the average and slower fifth grade readers, This will 

be our third year in each text, 

Grade 6 - In 1968-69, we plan to continue teaching American 
History from the French and Indian War until World War II. We 
will be using the excellent text, "Story of the American Nation", 
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for the third year. Ideas and concepts are stressed with sub- 
stantial reduction of rote memorization of historical dates and 
facts. 

Grade 7 - After thorough study for the past two years, we plan 


to teach an area studies and basic geography course to the 


seventh grade in 1968-69, Approximately one month will be 
spent on geographical terms; one month will be spent on map 
studies and a sketch of world geography and six weeks ona 
study of the geography of the United States, The rest of the 
year will be spent studying various cultures, both modern and 
past, which will reinforce some of the earlier learnings in 
anthropology taught at the fourth grade level. Included in these 
will be African societies, Naturally, this type of course is not 
taught by using a single textbook, but rather, a variety of text- 
books and materials must be used, 

Grade 8 - 1968-69 marks the final year of teaching American 
History in the eighth grade. In 1968-69, an entirely new course 
will be introduced as part of our program in phasing out the old 
and phasing in the new social studies curriculum, In Grade 
Eight, there will be a continuation of the study of cultures with 
special emphasis on the anthropological history of man on the 
earth, This should be an exciting course utilizing readings, 
recordings, tapes, slides, movies, and many samples of 
archaeological findings, The student will find it necessary to 
draw many conclusions about the progress made by man in 
history by using the evidence presented to him, All materials 
used will be new, 


Science - The science program this year in Grades One through 
Six is a continuation of the Elementary Science Studies Project 
started last year, This new and exciting program, directed by 
Mrs. Barbara Ragle, is being presented and developed in the 
Hanover and Norwich Elementary Schools ‘too. 

The purpose of the new approach to elementary school 
Science is to involve the students in doing experiments, making 
careful observations and, from these, learning basic science 
principles and concepts. In doing things in science, the students 
will develop a deeper interest in the many areas of science and 
a greater awareness and appreciation of their surroundings. One 
new feature this year, for example, has been the setting up of 
the Lyme School weather station in the corner of the playground. 
Each school day, students in Grades Four through Six take turns 
recording the readings of the various instruments in a basic unit 
study of weather and climate. 

The Seventh and Eighth Grades are using a more formal 
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approach to science through the use of a textbook, discussions — 
and experiments, In this new approach, we feel that the stu- 
dents are getting a broader background into the major fields of 
science both in terms of developing better understandings of the | 
processes and content of science, 
| 


Non-grade Primary Unit - This year the teachers in Grades 
One, Two, Three and Four (our non-graded primary unit) 
are attending Science Workshops in Norwich with Mrs, Ragle. 
The programs in Reading and Mathematics are highly 
oriented toward a non-graded or continuous progress plan in 
which each student works in materials and at a level of in- 
struction which are at his level of accomplishment regardless 
of grade levels, That is, a Second Grade student may be work- 
ing with Third Grade materials or with First Grade materials, 
Last year Grades One and Two visited the Hanover Museum, 
the Fairbanks Museum, the Maple Sugar Museum, and the 
Dartmouth Planetarium. Grade Three conducted a classroom 
science experiment in our ''new science" program, raising 
butterflies from eggs and following closely the cycle of meta- 
morphosis, 


English - We have a relatively traditional program in English 
with individualized material for use in spelling, study skills 
and composition, Small classes and multi-level materials give 
the students many opportunities for independent and advanced 
work, 


Music - Music in the Lyme School uses an approach which com- 
bines principles of Carl Orff, Zoltan Kodaly and standard music 
teaching. This means that the early grades develop music liter- 

acy through elemental, not art form, experiences, The emphasis 
in Grades One, Two and Three is on pitch accuracy and rhythmic 
independence, Music sight reading begins late in Grade One and é 
continues with simultaneous study of letter names and "'sol-fa'"' _ 
Syllables, The students have music one day each week, 

The philosophy we follow is one of developing interest 

first and, through use of the voice, artistry later, Our program | 
has progressed very well and has proven to be of real value to _ 
the pupils, | j 


- Remedial Reading Program - Through Title I, P.L. 89-10, it 


has been possible to continue the remedial reading program in 
Lyme. This federally aided project is aimed at meeting the 
educational needs in the area of remedial or corrective reading 
for students who are working below their capacity in reading. 
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The specific objective is to bring each child up to his own 
reading-level capacity and to assist him to be an effective 
reader in his school program, It is hoped that he would then 
become a better student in all academic areas by not having 
to cope with a reading handicap, 

Progress in the remedial reading program has been 
most encouraging. Appreciable gains have been noted in basic 
skill development, comprehension, rate of reading, and, 
most important, healthier attitudes of the children toward 
reading, 

A part-time teacher of remedial or corrective reading 
works with small groups of one to seven (1-7) students in 
Grades Two through Eight who are presently reading below 
tested and verified reading potential. The kitchen area of the 
school has been equipped for specialized reading instruction 
and this arrangement has proven to be most satisfactory. A 
very flexible program is used, varying in periods of time 
ranging from 25 minutes to 45 minutes. Children in Grades 
Two through Four participate regularly four afternoons a 
week, Those in Grades Five through Eight meet from one to 
three times each week, This special reading teacher coordi- 
nates the remedial work with the regular classroom teacher, 

Thirty-five children have participated in this program 
during the past year, Nine of these are no longer receiving 
this special help because they have reached their reading 
potential. | 

Complete folders are maintained on each student in the 
program and are used to plan an individualized program for 
each student and to assess his progress throughout the year. 

It would appear from the results of standardized test 
data that Lyme's 1967 Title I project has been quite successful. 
The test data indicate that approximately 80% of the students in 
the project have made gains in reading achievement ranging 
from .5 years to 1.9 years, Other areas receiving federal 
support from Title Iare the art, music and science programs, 


School Health 


The health needs of our children are tended with T.L.C. 
by all personnel in this school, and what is accomplished could not be 
done without our P.T.A. and other interested townspeople. 


The school doctor examined 97 students, and all defects 
found were followed up. Tuberculin tests were given to 69 students and 
follow-up X-rays were given to reactors. Eight students received speech 
therapy at the Hitchcock Clinic. Routine visual and ear screening re- 
vealed several defects which were treated, 
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Due to the fact that dental decay is one of our most distress- 
ing health problems among our young people in Lyme, we have worked 
very hard to improve the situation and have received help from the 
Young Mothers Club (for pre-school children), the P.T.A., the 
Department of Dental Health of New Hampshire, the school doctor and 
a dentist. Much thought was given to this problem and a fluoride pro- 
gram was initiated, with instructions to parents and children on proper 
tooth brushing and eating habits. Mrs. Welke, a state hygienist, worked 
with each grade on dental care using film strips, flannel boards, and 
other teaching materials. Last June, Mrs. Welke assisted at our pre- 
school dental conference, giving 41 youngsters:treatment which con- 
sisted of cleaning the teeth and applying special fluoride. A parent had 
to accompany the child - again teaching parent and child. The P.T.A, 
bought a quantity of fluoride tablets, giving parents the advantage of 
the low cost. To date 24,000 tablets have been sold. Treatment of 
dental needs was also given to 23 students through our P, T.A. match- 
ing funds program, 


I wish to take this opportunity to thank the P,T.A., the Women's 
Auxiliary, and other Lyme organizations and individuals who have as- 
Sisted the school in providing some financial support to help these 
children. 


The Dindgeregart en Problem 


The major problem our school faces is the lack of a public 
Kindergarten. As you know, we have received a one-year grant from 
the Spaulding-Potter Charitable Trust for setting up and operating a 
Kindergarten program. This has proved to be an extremely successful 
venture and the Kindergarten has been housed in the old Lyme Center 
School House, We have also seen in our children, the good results of 
the Head Start Program. Unfortunately, these are half-way measures, 
The present Kindergarten program will not receive additional outside 
funding next year. Continuation of the Head Start program is question- 
able and, in any case, it simply cannot do an entire year's job in six 
weeks. As the curriculum in Grades One through Eight improves, it 
becomes more evident each day that the Kindergarten can no longer be 
neglected, We have reached the point where operating an elementary 
school without a Kindergarten is like trying to build a house without 
first building a good foundation, 

To find what the evidence is to indicate that Kindergarten is 
necessary and important we must turn to those who specialize in study- 
ing the young child - psychologists, psychiatrists, pediatricians and 
educators, The research evidence gathered by these people clearly 
indicates that Kindergartens are an important part of a good school 
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system, All child development studies conclude that Kindergarten is 
desirable for five-year olds, 


Much of the research is quite old because the case for the 
Kindergarten was proven many years ago. The National Education As- 
sociation reviewed the findings of 21 such studies made between 1933 
and 1954, These studies were unanimous in claiming some superiority 
for Kindergarten over nonkindergarten children in the following matters: 
health; following of safety precautions; social development; knowledge of 
school routines; and, readiness for learning. Several recent studies 
compared the learning readiness or achievement in the first grade among 
those who had been in Kindergarten and those who had not. Again the evi- 
dence was that the Kindergarten child had an advantage in test scores and, 
in the opinions of first-grade teachers, was better prepared for the first- 
grade learning experiences, 


Although Lyme has had a private Kindergarten in recent years, 
a public Kindergarten has several major advantages over a private one. 
A public Kindergarten would be available to all five-year olds whereas 
the private Kindergarten is available only to those families able and 
willing to pay the tuition. Unfortunately, this discriminates against 
those who cannot afford the tuition. Thus, many children who would bene- 
fit a great deal from the Kindergarten experience are deprived of it. Also, 
a public Kindergarten can operate better because it can more readily ob- 
tain a qualified teacher and can maintain close coordination between the 
program in Kindergarten and that in the First Grade, 


The question we must now face is ''Can we afford a public Kin- 
dergarten in Lyme?" Although many complain about high taxes, we can 
afford whatever we want in education for our childreri. The question is 
simply how much we value education and how much we are aware of the 
strategic importance of the early years of life in determining the future 
personality, intellectual capacity, and emotional adjustment of our 
children, 


Some Thoughts Fore. the Mutu tie 


The major problem the District should resolve in the near fu- 
ture is the formation of a cooperative school district. As I mentioned 
in my annual report last year, the formation of a cooperative district 
should resolve many of our educational problems. There should be 
some financial advantages in the long run to all the communities by 
forming a Cooperative School District involving Hanover, Dresden, 
Lyme and Norwich. As the complexities of operating the schools in- 
crease, it will only be a matter of time before there will be no other 
choice but to establish a more effective administrative unit. The Super- 
visory union concept of school administrative units is an anachronism 
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and is not structurally able to cope with modern day educational needs, 
As a matter of fact, it would not make very good sense to ask a town 
manager to be the executive officer of three or four different towns, 
and yet, for years, this is exactly how we have attempted to administer 
the schools, Nearly all of the rest of the country has consolidated 
school systems; Northern New England has only begun this task. I feel 
that our communities have shown wisdom in authorizing an early study 
of this problem and Iam confident that the citizens will work closely 
with the Cooperative School District Planning Board in bringing about 
this necessary change in the structure of the school districts, If several 
small communities work together, cooperatively, in meeting their edu- 
cational needs, it will compensate for the fact that we live ina sparsely 
settled area, 


Our curriculum is in good shape for the most part, and it is 
quite current in most subject fields, The rapidity of change in the ele- 
mentary school curriculum will continue and this means, simply, that 
the community will have to provide a higher level of financial Support 
for the school. A key to ongoing curricular development is the quality 
of the administrative leadership and teaching staff of the school and 
careful surveillance in staffing and staff salaries must continue. 


Conclusion 


Inasmuch as this will be my last annual report, I wish to ex- 
press my gratitude to the entire community for its support of the school 
program. Lyme has been a delightful community in which to work and 
it has been a personal pleasure to have been associated with the com- 
munity and accorded the opportunity to work in the best interests of its 
young people during these past five years, I will always remember my 
years here as happy and pleasant ones and will never forget the many 
wonderful people who have been so generous and so gracious in their 
support of the school program, 


I wish to take this opportunity also, to express my gratitude to 
the administration, teachers, and clerical-custodial staff of the Lyme 
Elementary School for the services provided during the past year. 
Special appreciation also goes to the School Board, the P. T.A., and to 
the many parents and other citizens of the community who have given 
their support and time to the school during the past year.

REPORT OF THE LYME SCHOOL, BOARD 


The people of Lyme have been dealt a most severe fiscal blow by 
virtue of the state of New Hampshire neglecting its responsibility to 
fund its state aid program. 


Your school board has labored to continue an excellent school 
System while experiencing no more than normal increases in financing 
such a program, To date we have succeeded, and will continue to do so 
_if we can rely on a greater contribution from the state level. 


This appears not to be the case, 


School Board budget requests for 1968-69 show an increase in 
total budget of only 6.8%, probably one of the very lowest increases in 
the entire state, This is largely due to the fact that in recent years we 
have been able to equip our school well and establish one of the most 
respected elementary schools in the area. 


No community which has worked so hard for education should be 
subjected to the catastrophic situation that we have recently been 
handed. It is a fiscal double-cross! 


In 1966-67 Lyme received $23,585.91 in state foundation aid. In 
1967-68 we were informed that we could expect $28,500.00. We actually 
received $18,680.00. We have been informed that our share for 1968-69 
will be $10,978.00. 


This is partially due to Lyme's higher equalized evaluation com- 
bined with a diminishing pupil enrollment, reducing both the per capita 
contribution and total allotment to Lyme under the existing state aid 
formula, but more to the continuing failure of the New Hampshire legis- 
lature to enact a broad based tax which would enable them to fully fund 
their program, 


Stop-gap or partial tax programs are not the answers. Sweep- 
stakes contributions to Lyme amounted to $3, 726.46 in 1966-67, 
$1, 842.00 in 1967-68, and estimated to be only $1,488.00 for 1968-69. 


We know the type of program that is essential for our children in 
a contemporary society. We must strive to provide them with this ade- 
quate preparation, 


We are frustrated by the fact that we are not getting the assistance 
at the state level that is necessary to provide all of our educational 
needs, 


This is a matter not for your school board alone, but for every 
citizen in our community. We must speak out, and be heard, on the 
issues of taxation and state aid to local school districts, 
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THE PROGRAM 


It is the opinion of your school board that the Lyme school is 
providing excellent educational opportunities for its youngsters, 


Recent programs such as the Lyme Project and federal assistance 
projects have enabled us to modernize our curriculum and adequately 
equip our classrooms, 


A competent and professional staff has provided superior instruc- 
tion, 


With a constant pupil enrollment we have averted building costs 
and been able to keep our existing facilities in good repair. 


KINDERGARTEN 


In our last annual report your school board indicated that one of 
Lyme's most pressing educational needs was the establishment of a 
public kindergarten, 


Before school opened in September, dozens of Lyme citizens 
combined efforts in a dramatic civic display. 


Plans were made for a privaté experimental kindergarten under 
the supervision of the local board and administration, Funds were 
secured, the Lyme Center School obtained and renovated, a teacher 
hired, and materials purchased, We now have a successful kindergarten! 


Continuation of this phase of our program is most important at 
this time to maintain the level of educational improvement which we 
have attained, 


OUR NEEDS 


In order to maintain the quality of instruction we have realized 
in the past, teachers! salaries must be kept abreast of state and area 
levels, 


The Board has recently adopted an index salary schedule with a 
$5,600 minimum level for teachers with a bachelor's degree, 


Until a better arrangement is forthcoming for the education of 
our high school students, we strongly feel that the most equitable ar- 
rangement is the payment of full tuition costs for each student to any 
high school in the area, thus giving that student free choice of an 
education, 


It would seem wise to replace roofing on two sides of the old 
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Plain School before further damage is incurred, This conforms with 
our policy of regular maintenance, 


NEW SUPERINTENDENT 


It was with regret that your Board learned of the resignation of 
Dr. Zimmerman as Superintendent of schools as of June 30, 1968. The 
working relationship of Dr. Zimmerman with this Board has been the 
very best and we extend to him our best-wishes in his new position at 
Northeastern University. 


SUPERVISORY UNION #22 


As a result of the recent supervisory union hastle over poor 
public relations, administrative salaries, and administrative office 
efficiency, some general conclusions have been drawn: 


1, Local boards will endeavor to keep their respective voters 
better informed of supervisory union affairs and decisions 
through a series of local public hearings, 


2. A committee will look into the feasibility of the evaluation of 
Supervisory union administrative operations, 


3. Attempts are to be made to scrutinize costs at the super- 
visory union level very carefully.

RE PORTSOR UAE SCOOP PRAT Pven 
SCHOOL DISTRICT PLANNING BOARD 


Your representatives on the Cooperative School District Planning 
Board have been meeting regularly during the past year. The issue is 
simple but the considerations are not: Would it be advantageous to com- 
bine the Hanover, Norwich, Lyme and Dresden School Districts into a 
single cooperative district? During the meetings we have kept one fact 
constantly in mind - that any plan for a cooperative district must have 


a clear advantage for the voters in each district. A cooperative can be 
formed only by an affirmative vote in all districts, 

Just what would be the advantages of a consolidated district? The 
major advantages would be as follows: (1) The state aid to the school 
district would increase, This would include building and per pupil incen- 
tive aid, (2) The administrative procedures of the district would be sim- 
plified, (At the present time different sets of books must be maintained 
for each district and separate orders placed for-each, If the districts 
were combined there would be a decrease in administrative personnel 
with a resulting decrease in costs.) (3) There would be more effective 


administration, For example, at the present time the superintendent 
must attend all the meetings of the several boards and must prepare 


separate budgets for each district, There would be a considerable Saving 


in administrative effort which would allow more time to be spent working 


with teachers and devising new programs. (4) The supervisory budget 


would be subject to approval by the voters at the annual cooperative dis- — 


trict meeting. There has been much discussion during the last year con- 
cerning the setting of the supervisory union budget. If a co-op were 
formed, the administrative budget would be subject to approval by the 
voters and would no longer be set by the several school boards. 


Other advantages would include the pos sibility of a more diver- 
sified curriculum at the high school level and better integration of 
programs at the grade school level. Teacher hiring would be facilitated, 
and certain efficiencies realized in transporting students, No major 
revisions of curriculum, grade school programs or transportation are 
planned, 


Many cooperative school districts upon their formation are sad- 
dled with expensive school construction programs, This would not be 
the case in this proposed cooperative. Lyme, Norwich, and Dresden 
contemplate no school construction in the near future:as their facilities 
are adequate for the present, Hanover is planning a new grade school, 
However, New Hampshire will increase its share of state building aid 
on the principle payments on all indebtedness. This would mean that 
the state would pay 45% or more of the principle cost of debts incurred 
before the formation of the co-op and subsequently whereas it pays 
only 30% of such costs now.

The resulting district would maintain grade schools in Norwich, 
Lyme, and Hanover, with a high school occupying the present Hanover 
High building. Students requiring certain courses not offered by the 
high school would be tuitioned elsewhere, 


The cooperative school board would be comprised of representa- 
tives from the three towns. Various formulas are under consideration 
for allotting representation, No town would have less than two repre- 
sentatives according to our current thinking. 


No plan will succeed unless it is financially attractive to the 
voters of the three towns, None of the plans of the committee are rigid. 
All can be improved by helpful comments from the townspeople. Now is 
the time to ask questions and make suggestions.
